Two Unheard From. 

The Georgia chief executive 
said that he had thus far received 
no respense from Governor Rich- 
ard Leche, of Louisiana, and Gov- 
ernor A. B. Chandler, of Ken- 
tucky. 

“I feel that they will join with 
us if they can arrange to attend 
the conference,” Governor Rivers 
said. “If they cannot attend per- 
sonally they will be asked to send 
representatives.” . 

The public service or railroad 
‘commissions of the various states 
also will participate in the con- 
ference, Governor Rivers said. 
| Rivers is leading the fight for a 
reduction in class and commodity 
freight rates in order that Georgia 
| shippers may send their products 
into states north of the Ohio river 

and east of the Mississippi at the 
same cost that shipper in those 
areas now may. At present freight 
moving out of the southern terri- 
tory costs 27 per cent higher than 
that moving out of the northern 
and western territory. At the re- 
quest of the Georgia Public Serv- 
‘ice Commission the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has order- 
ed an investigation of the south- 
ern rate structure and it is to pre-e 
pare for this inquiry that Gover- 
nor Rivers has called his conclave 
of southern states. 

| The Georgia Governor said he 
is setting the conference in Wash- 
‘ington at the suggestion of Con- 
gressman John Rankin, of Missis-

HIGH'S 
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NO RADICALISM FOR GEORGIA 

Developments of the past few days empha- 
size that there is scant comfort in Georgia for 
those of communistic leanings. Propagandists 
of the Red doctrines must list this state as one 
of the most infertile fields for their activities. 

O. E. Petry, secretary- treasurer of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Labor, in a statement made 
last Tuesday, declared “there is no room for 
Communism in the democratic Georgia fed- 
eration.” 

This position, together with Mr. Petry’s as- 
sertion that he does not know of a single in- 
dividual member of organized labor in Georgia 
who could be classed as a Communist, reiterates 
the firm stand the ranks of labor in this state 
have always taken against Red agitators. 

During the general textile strike of some 
three years ago, Communist organizers, erro- 
neously believing that they would find a re- 
ceptive field for their preachings among the 
striking mill workers, rushed to this state. 
They quickly discovered their mistake. 

The first to complain about their per- 
nicious activites were the strikers themselves. 
Numbers of them were arrested by the police 
as the result of the complaints made by the 
strikers. 

On the same day that Mr. Petry reaffirmed 
the stand of labor against Communists, Mrs. A. 
B. Conger, of Bainbridge, president of the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs, voiced 
a warning of the danger that lies in the apathy 
of citizens to the affairs of their government. 

Mrs. Conger, in addressing the annual con- 
vention of the federation, emphasized that in- 
telligent and effective participation by every 
citizen in government was the surest safeguard 
against foreign “isms” of all kinds. “Educa- 
tion for Citizenship” is the theme of Mrs, Con- 
ger’s entire administration, and she is correct 
in stressing the home as the place where this 
education may be best acquired and as the 
great stronghold of democracy, “the most 
trustworthy form of government.” 

Governor Rivers, also speaking before the 
federation convention, called for re-establish- 
ment of the “old-fashioned” home as the great- 
est protection against inroads of Communism 
and Socialism. 

With organized labor, the clubwomen of the 
state and the state administration aligned de- 
terminedly against the threat of radicalism, 
Georgia will continue to give wholehearted and 
militant support to democratic principles. 

There is ground for comfort in knowledge 
that there is no encouragement in this state 
for those who would preach the doctrines of 
Communism, Socialism, Sovietism, Naziism, 
Fascism or any of the other strange and stran- 
gling isms that have run rampant in other 
portions of the world. 


MIRACLES BECOME COMMONPLACE 


To an ever-increasing extent, the miracle 
of yesterday is becoming the accepted com- 
monplace of routine today. 

From San Diego came the news dispatch 
this week telling of 12 United States navy fly- 
ing boats that took off in mass formation for 
Honolulu, 

“Described by navy fliers as a routine trans- 
fer of men and machines,” the news story read. 
The flight was completed with clocklike effi- 
ciency. 

The “routine transfer” of today was the 
miracle to astound a world a few years ago. 

Today the news services are carrying stories 
of regularly scheduled passenger flights in the 
sub-stratosphere, expected to be a realized fact 
not later than 1938, possibly before this year of 
1937 has run its course. 

One writer speaks of the men “who are 
taking a Jules Verne fantasy and turning it 
into metal and fabric that will spell more com- 
fort, greater safety, more speed for those who 
would take the wings of the morning.” 

It is stated that all devices needed for safe, 
comfortable flight in the sub-stratosphere have 
been perfected and tested time and again. 
These include pressure cabins, to keep the air 
pressure comfortable for those who fly 20,000 
and 25,000 feet above the earth; supercharged 
engines, air conditioning, heating and all the 
needed safety equipment that will make a jour- 
ney over continent and ocean, high above 
man’s norma] atmospheric levels, more com-

fortable, far safer and much speedier than in 
the low level planes which today we marvel 
over but which will be as obsolete as horse- 
drawn street cars in just a few years more. 

And then, after the first-few flights, sub- 
stratosphere flight will become the common- 
place and man will be seeking new miracles 
to make fact. 


FARM PRICES ADVANCE 

The main crops produced last year by 
Georgia farmers sold for from 7 to 84 per cent 
more than those raised in 1935, according to a 
survey conducted by the Georgia Crop Report- 
ing Service. | 

The biggest price gain is recorded for Irish 
potatoes, which advanced 84 per cent. Cotton 
value increased 25 per cent, wheat 23 per cent, 
peanuts 34 per cent, and so on down the list. 

The figures provide another evidence of the 
return of agricultural prosperity to Georgia— 
which means increased prosperity for the en- 
tire state, both rural and urban. For only as 
the rural areas find their operations profit- 
able can the cities and towns hope to enjoy 
good business. 

Georgia is fast putting into practice the 
lesson of diversification of crops which has 
been preached for so many years. The wide 
variety of crops which are produced in suffi- 
cient quantity to individually affect the total 
income of the farmers of the state is evidence 
of this fact. It is also notable that, while 
weather conditions this year have brought 
about a reduction in yield for some crops, nota- 
bly peaches and potatoes, the wheat crop is 
expected to be greater than last year. The 
prospect is for 1,810,000 bushels this year, com- 
pared to 1,560,000 in 1936. 

Diversification of products is proving the 
salvation of the Georgia farmer. This by no 
means involves an abandonment of cotton. The 
white staple must, by economic law, remain the 
principal money crop of Georgia. The world 
still depends upon the south for most of its 
fine cotton and, as long as cotton is used, there 
will be demand sufficient to keep it as the 
greatest agricultural income producer of Geor- 
gia and the other states of the cotton belt. 

The wise farmer knows today, however, that 
his security and success depend first of afl 
upon the production of the necessary food and 
feed crops, upon maintenance of a well-pro- 
portioned interest-in livestock and all the other 
items of general, diversified farming. 

From his cotton fields, intensively culti- 
vated, will come the financial profit on his 
operations, after other acres have provided a 
living for himself and his family. 


THE WARNING IS SOUNDED 


Charges that a single corporation is already 
“denuding the forests of the south” and leaving 
the lands as ‘‘clean as a whistle” are made in 
an editorial which appeared recently in the 
Mobile Post. 

“This ruthless corporation is not only de- 
stroying the big trees in these forests, but is 
denuding the smaller growth on our pine lands, 
and leaving these lands as clean as a whistle 
after they finish their piratical vandalism,” as- 
serts the Post. 

The warning is clear. If the south fails to 
hear it, it will have only itself to blame for 
the fearful price which nature will exact in 
years to come. 

Coming of the pine pulp industry to the 
south holds the greatest promise for new 
wealth of any development in decades. How- 
ever, if the corporations which operate the 
pulp mills now springing up in the southern 
states are allowed to ravage the forests with 
no regard to replanting for the future, it would 
have been better if Dr. Herty had never made 
the experiments which revealed that paper 
could be made from southern pine pulp. 

The states of the south should enact, at 
once, and rigorously enforce, laws requiring 
that trees can only be cut in accordance with 
the principles of correct forestry, that for 
every tree felled a pine sapling must be plant- 
ed, and cultivated, to take its place.

BOMBS VS. SCHOOLS 
(From the Richmond Times-Dispatch.) 

The madness into which the world has been 
plunged by the armaments race now under way 
is graphically portrayed through a comparison of 
the amounts being spent this year for weapons of 
death and those being spent for edueation in va- 
rious countries. The figures were compiled by 
the League of Nations Association, Inc. 

Great Britain will spend $476,000,000 on edu- 
cation in 1937, as against $1,390,000,000 for in- 
struments of destruction; France will spend $185,- 
000.000 for education, anc $962,560,000 for arma- 
ments: Italy, $130,000,000 for education in 1936- 
87. as against $1,393,000,000 for armaments, in- 
cluding the Ethiopian campaign. 

Here in America, where the educational sys- 
tem is much more extensive than in some other 
countries, the total outlay for education by states, 
cities and towns during 1937 will be around 
$1.500,000,000, with the federal government spend- 
ing some $200,000,000, mostly out of emergency 
funds. This is to be compared with more than 
$1,000,000,000 for armaments for the same period. 
Although the United States is the only one of the 
countries listed which is disbursing anything like 
so much for education as for weapons, it is the 
only one which is separated by at least 3,000 
miles of ocean from all possible attackers. — 

Think what it would mean to the world if the 
colossal sums which are now being utterly wasted 
in the construction of more and more powerful 
bombs and guns, more and more deadly gases 
and rifles, and bigger and faster fighting planes, 
could be diverted to the construction of schools, 
colleges and universities! The only thing which 
makes this impossible is the nationalistic insanity 
which has gripped the nations. Will they ever 
come to their senses?

10. PAN-AMERICANS 


‘Off the Record’ Remarks 
Supplement Address to 
21 Delegates. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.— 
(UP)—President Roosevelt pledg- 
ed this country’s good faith in 
her foreign policies today in a 
tradition-shattering, off-the-rec- 
ord speech before the board of 
governors of the Pan-American 
Union. 

His remarks supplemented a 
prepared address in which he said 
the positive co-operation of the 
American republics for peace had 
given the world “an example 
which is destined to have far- 
reaching influence.” 

The chief executive remained 
standing after concluding his for- 
mal speech. He made _ certain 
that the microphones had been 
deadened, that no _interlopers 
were present and then con- 
tinued extemporaneously. 

Representatives of 21 repub- 
lics in the western hemisphere 
were the only ones present. To 
them, it was learned, the Presi- 
dent sought to prove the United 
States’ integrity in foreign af- 
fairs by outlining promises made 
to the republics by his adminis- 
tration four years ago and com- 
paring them with accomplish- 
ments to date. 


Promises Fulfilled. 


Mr. Roosevelt told the diplo- 
mats that promises. had been 
made by others but that ours had 
been fulfilled. He cited this 
country’s promise not to inter- 
vene in turbulent Cuban affairs 
and called attention to our con- 
tinued hands-off policy. - 

Occasion of the speech was a 
special session of the board of 
governors in celebration of Pan- 
American Day, held in a small 
room in the Pan-American build- 
ing. The room is decorated with 
historic friezes and is paneled 
with gold brocade. Each diplo- 
mat had his own _high-backed 
chair of Dominican mahogany. 


Later, in an extempore speech 
before the Pan-American society, 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
said that international relation- 
ships had contributed most to 
peace. He urged that they be kept 
alive. Hull was honor guest at a 
society luncheon and was awarded 
the society insignia for distin- 
guished service in bettering Pan- 
American relations. He is chair- 

. man of the Pan-American govern- 
ing board. 


The secretary said he hoped the 
society would become an even 
greater instrument for service in 
the cause of peace and said that 
many parts of the world arg pass- 
ing through an acute stage that 
challenges the best of statesman- 
ship.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—(AP)— 
Following is the text of President 
Roosevelt’s address today at a spe- 
cial meeting of the governing board 
of the Pan-American Union on Pan- 
American day: 

We of the Americas have 
cause for rejoicing today. We 
meet to celebrate Pan-American 
Day under the happiest of aus- 
pices. All of the nations of the 
western hemisphere are enjoy- 
ing the boon of peace, and with 
it, the orderly pursuit of the arts 
and sciences upon which the hap- 
piness and security of nations, no 
less than of individuals, depend. 
Four years ago it was my priv- 
ilege to meet with you in the 


celebration of Pan-American Day | 


and now, as then, I bring to you 
and through you to the govern- 
ments and peoples of your re- 
spective countries the cordial and 
fraternal greetings of the people 
of the United States. 


We have every reason to con- 
gratulate ourselves on the situa- 
tion today as compared with that 
in 1933. At that time we were 
in the throes of a devastating 
economic depression. In our in- 
ternational relations we were 
confronted by the unfortunate 
spectacle of two of our sister na- 
tions engaged in bitter warfare; 
and twé6 other states on the verge 
of war. We were living in a pe- 
riod dominated by the destructive 
forces of suspicion and fear. 


Gains in Economies. 


It is, therefore, with a feeling 
of profound satisfaction that we 
may today contemplate the great 
gains in our national economies, 
as well as in the international 
relations between the nations of 
the American continents during 
this four-year period. 

The war which was raging has 
happily been terminated; the con- 
troversy which almost led to war 
has also fortunately been solved. 
The nations of America mutual- 
ly recognize their interdepend- 
ence. They know today that the 
welfare and prosperity of each 
is largely dependent upon the 
welfare and prosperity of all. By 
pursuing a policy of reciprocal 
concessions, in which the govern- 
ment of the United States is 
happy to have had a part, the na- 
tions of America have made im- 
portant contributions to the 
healthy flow of trade and improv- 
ed economic conditions. 

The progress of the last four 
years culminated in the inter- 
American conference for’ the 
maintenance of peace at Buenos 
Aires, at which significant and 
far-reaching conclusions were 
reached. As you are aware, it 
was my personal privilege to at- 
tend the opening session and to 
meet many of the leaders of 
American thought and action. The 
deepest impression which I car- 
ried away was the potency of the 
unity of the Americas in develop- 
ing democratic institutions in the 
new world and by-example in 
helping the cause of world peace. 


Lessons of Conference. 


One of the outstanding lessons 
of the conference was the clear 
perception on the part of the del- 
egates of the close relation ex- 
isting between international se- 
curity and the normal develop- 
ment of democratic institutions. 
Democracy cannot thrive in an 
atmosphere of international inse- 
curity. Such insecurity breeds 
militarism, regimentation and the 
denial of freedom of speech, of 
peaceful assemblage and of re- 
ligion. Such insecurity chal- 
lenges the ideals of democracy 
based on the free choice of gov- 
ernment by the people them- 
selves. And as a logical develop- 
ment we of the Americas believe 
that the continucd maintenance 
and improvement of democracy 
constitute the most important 
guarantee of international peace. 

Moreover the delegates to the 
Buenos Aires conference well un- 
derstood that peace is something 
more significant than the mere 
absence of conflict. A durable 
peace, one that will resist the 
onslaught of untoward or tem- 
porary circumstanc-, is something 
far more positive and construc- 
tive. It demands a policy based 
on positive international co-oper- 
ation, on mutual confidence, and 
on united effort in the solution 
of problems of common concern. 
In. the conventions and resolu- 
tions promoting intellectual co- 
operation and advancing mutual 
comprehension the conference 
gave to the world an example 
which is destined to have far- 
reaching influence. 

Unity of Effort Is Sought. 

Gentlemen of the governing 
board: duriz_; the past four years 
we have traveled far, farther, I 
believe than many of us four 
years ago thought possible. I am 
certain I interpret correctly your 
sentiments and those of your 
governments and your peoples, 
when I say that we are deter- 
mined to move forward toward 
the goal already in sight. On this 
day, dedicated .to the 21 repub- 
lics constituting the Pan-Amer- 
ican Union let us pledge our- 
selves to giving practical effect to 
the conclusions reached at Buenos 
Aires, and let us dedicate our- 
selves anew to the strengthening 


of the bonds that unite us in the) 


great American family of nations. 

I express to you on behalf of 
the government and people of the 
United - States, a deep sense of 
obligation and gratitude for the 
unswerving devotion which your 
respective governments and peo- 
ples have given to the cause 
which we all have so much at 
heart—the maintenance of peace 
on our continent. In this beauti- 
ful building, dedicated to the 
cause of peace, it is most fitting 
that we assemble today to re- 
affirm our faith in the high des- 
tiny of the Americas.

Sank. 


BOSTON, April 14.—(4)—A rifle 
volley sounded and a wreath was 
thrown today upon the spot where 
25 years ago tonight the liner Ti- 
tanic wrote in frantic SOS Sig- 
nal the first lines in history’s worst 
iceberg disaster. 

The cutter Mendota was chosen 
to pay this tribute, pausing mo- 
mentarily in her long ice patrol. 

As described here, the coast 
guard vessel halted, her engines 
dead still, her church pennant 
raised to the masthead, while brief 
services were read above the wa- 
ter that swallowed 1,517 passen- 
gers as the shattered liner sank 
early in the morning of April 15, 
1912. 

The Titanic—most modern ves- 
sel of her day—crashed into the 
giant berg the night before as she 
sped on her maiden voyage from 
England to New York. 

Liners Guarded. 

Directly because of this the 
United States coast guard, co-oper- 
ating with the maritime nations of 
the world, now guards liners trav- 
eling the north Atlantic steamship 
lanes against another “Titanic dis- 
aster.” 

The cutter’s 90 officers and men) 
were directed to stand at attention 
on the rolling quarterdeck while 
Commander Henry W. Coyle Jr., 
read the burial service. Three 
staccato reports from a _ firing 
squad’s rifles were the traditional 
end of the tribute. 

Each spring, when the first ice 
begins drifting down on the steam- 
ship lanes from the far north, the 
coast guard begins its vigil. In 
fact, the international ice patrol 
began the year after the Titanic 
disaster, in 1913. 

Bergs Are Charted. 

The bergs are charted daily— 
their course and their drift and 
their probable positions later— 
and daily warnings are broadcast 
to ships at sea. ' 

For nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury, North Atlantic guardians 
have guided shipping through the 
dangerous ice area without an ac- 
cident to the tune of the motto 


'“Never Another Titanic Disaster.”

WASHINGTON, April 14.—(/) 
A committee of experts will start 
Monday a study of future Philip- 
pine-American trade in prepara- 
tion for ending existing preferen- 
tial relations. 

The group, as announced by the 


State Department today, com- 


prises six Americans designated by 
President Roosevelt and six Phil- 
ippine representatives named by 
Commonwealth President Manuel 
L. Quezon. 

It begins work, the announce- 
ment said, under direction of 
Francis B. Sayre, assistant secre- 
tary of state. 

A proposal by Quezon that the 
independence promised by con- 
gress be advanced from 1946 to 
either next year or 1939 is to fig- 
ure in the study by the committee, 
which is to “recommend a pro- 
gram for the adjustment of Phil- 
ippine national economy” with 
separation from the United States 
in view. 

Quezon has proposed that a 
trade agreement with an _  inde- 
pendent Philippine government 
be substituted for the economic 
provisions of the independence act. 
This provides quotas for Philip- 
pine sugar, coconut oil and cord- 
age in the interim prior to politi- | 
‘cal freedom. | 

The independence act provides | 
that beginning in 1940, the com-' 
monwealth shall impose an ex-| 
|port tax of 5* per cent of the pre- | 
'vailing United States duty on all | 
Philippine products shipped to/| 


be retained by the commonwealth | 
treasury. | 

The export tax is to be in-/| 
creased by 5 per cent each year | 
until, by 1946, it will amount to | 
25 per cent of the prevailing 
American duty. After the islands | 
achieve complete independence all 
Philippine goods will be subject to 


the full United States duty.

SAYS SCHOOL HEAD 


Collins, Ramsey and Sutton 


Among Speakers on 
P.-T. A. Program. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., April 14.— 
(P)—Educational leaders of this 
state expect the minimum salary 
for untrained school teachers to 
be fixed at around $40 a month, 
State Superintendent of Schools 
M. D. Collins said here tonight. 

Trained teachers would receive 
a minimum of $80 monthly under 
present plans, he said, and local 
school authorities would have the 
right to supplement both mini- 
mum figures to any desired 
amount. 

“The minimum figure has not 
been definitely fixed,” he told 
school superintendents and board 
members meeting preliminary to 
opening of the Georgia Education 
Association convention tomorrow, 
“but -it will be approximately $40 
for untrained and $80 for trained 
teachers.” 

Board To Set Figure. 

Dr. Collins explained that the 
new State Board of Education au- 
thorized by the recent. legislature 
and yet to be named by Governor 
Rivers will fix the figure after it 
takes office July 1. 

Qualifications for teaching will 
be raised, he said, although the 
regulation will not be retroactive. 
Teachers now in service will re- 
tain their present status. 

Selection of teachers is still left 
with local. boards, but under the 
minimum salary law there is an 
incentive for choosing better qual- 
ified instructors, he declared. 

“A board may select teachers 
without professional training or 
experience and receive from the 
state a minimum of $40 with 
which to pay them,” he said. “But 
that same board may select ex- 
perienced and well-trained teach- 
ers and receive a minimum of 
around $80 for payment. Thus a 
10-teacher school would receive 
$400 a month from the state for 
untrained teachers, and $800 for 
trained teachers. 

Traveling Library. 

Collins also announced tonight 
that a fund of at least $100,000 
would bet set aside by the de- 
partment of education for estab- 
lishment of a rural traveling li- 
brary. This will be operated in 
connection with the free school 
book law, he said. 

Free school books will be dis- 
tributed through all grades, in- 
cluding high school, by next Sep- 
tember 1, he declared. 

Mrs. Rivers, wife of Governor 
Rivers, was scheduled to appear 
on tonight’s program, but was un- 
able to attend due to illness. She 
plans to come to Savananh with 
the Governor Friday. Governor 
Rivers is scheduled to address the 
convention Friday night. 

Other speakers on tonight’s pro- 
gram include Mrs. Charles D. 
Center, of Atlanta, president of 
the Georgia Congress of Parents 
and Teachers, which concluded its 
convention yesterday, nd Dr. 
Spright S. Dowell, president of 
Mercer University at Macon. 

Ramsey Is Speaker. 

The parent-teachers in their fi- 
nal session heard Ralph L. Ram- 
sey, executive secretary of the 
Georgia Education Association, 
urge their aid in building a great- 
er public system in Georgia. 

He outlined a tentative program 
of the G. E. A., and said that un- 
der Georgia’s new seven months’ 
school term and other laws ap- 
proved by recent legislature, ad- 
vancement is assured. 

The national cost of education, 
he said, is less than $3,000,000,000. 
compared with a $12,000,000,000 
estimated cost of crime. The $3,- 
000,000,000 is used to assure some 
33,000,000 children of proper 
schooling, he declared, and to give 
employment to some _ 1,118,000 
teachers. 

Other Speakers. 
Other speakers at the conclud- 
ing session included Dr. Willis A. 
Sutton, superintendent of the At- 
lanta public school system, an 
Superintendent J. Harold Saxon, 
of Quitman, president of the Geor- 
gia Education Association. 

Dr. Sutton told the delegates 
that a woman could aspire to n 
higher career than home-building. 

“I have no objections to careers 
for women,” he said. “TI fully rec- 
ognize the important part they 
play in business and politics, and 
think they have a perfect right in 
those fields. But in building a 
home, and creating proper. en- 
vironment for their children, they 
are fulfilling a greater need.” 

He listed heredity, environment, 
ideals and religion as the cardinal 
points of home-building. 

President Saxon discussed in the 
main the ,seven months’ school 
term, stating that it “takes care of 
places needing relief first—the 
country districts.” 

He also discussed reorganization 
of the State Board of Education 
and said each congressional dis- 
trict would have equal representa- 
tion under the new set-up. 

Superintendents Meet. 

Responding to the address 
welcome at the opening of the 
Georgia school superintendents’ 
convention, also in session here, 
Superintendent Andrew Avery, of 
Decatur (Bainbridge) county 
schools, said: 

“If our early American patriots 
sacrificed their lives and fortunes 
that this nation might live and 
prosper we must sacrifice our ef- 
forts to the end that adequate op- 
portunities shall be guaranteed the 
future citizenship of our glorious 
republic. Public education is the 
foundation stone of American gov- 
ernment—the soul of our nation. 
I am glad that our Empire State 
is looking forward to a New Deal 
in education.”

CHAPEL: HILL, N.C., April 
14.—(f)—Pale yellow needle- 
shaped crystals of pure Vitamin 
A, 400 times more potent than 
cod liver oil, were shown to the 


American Chemical Society here 
today in vistual proof of success 
for a 23-year medical quest—iso- 


be obtained in pure form. 

Vitamin B, for nerves, and vita- 
min C, for scurvy, had previously 
been isolated. A is the diseases 
protective vitamin, which also 
helps growth and is important to 
eyesight. 

The new crystals were reported 
about one million units stronger 
than previously obtained vitamin 
A concentrates. The vitamin unit 
is an international standard of 
measurement. The crystals were 
rated at 3,000,000 units per gram 
as compared with about 2,000,000 
units for other standard vitamin 
A concentrates. 

Frequently in the past scientists 
have announced that they had 
pure vitamin A. The first such 
claim was made by the Japanese 
Takakashi in 1925. 
stpposed pure vitamin were in 
the form of a yellow oil.

of a new red dye. 

The report, written by Heinrich 
Hoehlein, of the I. G. Dyestuff 
Corporation, related that it took 
25 years and the co-operation of 
medical men in four countries to 
pick out of this dye the miracle 
stuff of 1936, which specifically 
kills the deadly streptococcus in 
any part of the body. B. Puenf- 
zer, Hoehlein’s assistant, read the 
report to the medical section of 
the society.

PINEAPPLE PREFERRED. 

Some simple souls sternly take 
a dose of grapefruit, lemon or the 
juice thereof in the belief that it 
keeps one thin or even reduces 
corpulence. I wonder how this 
strange property came to be as- 
scribed to grapefruit and lemon. 
Perhaps some sourface who had 
never been exposed to physiology 
imagined that the sourness caused 
a prodigious pucker to pass 
through the entire body and take 
up slack everywhere. The truth 
is that grapefruit or lemon is 
merely less nourishing and less 
fattening than, say, ham and eggs 
or pancakes and maple syrup. 

I have nothing in the world 
against lemons or grapfruit. In 
fact I grow ’em both (one tree 
‘each). But please don’t ask me to 
}eat or drink any lemon or grape- 
| fruit in any circumstance, except 
when a mere dash is mixed in 
‘with edible things, as in a fruit 
‘punch’ or cocktail or in a salad. 
| Wherever a dish or a recipe calls 
‘for vinegar, I prefer lemon juice, 
|because vinegar (dilute acetic 
'acid) is not utilized as a food, but 
‘acts as an acid in metabolism, 
|'while lemon juice (dilute acetic 
acid) is oxidized and utilized as a 
| food in the body and leaves an al- 
'kaline residue or ash (alkaline 
|carbonates). Try lemon juice in 
'place of vinegar in salad dreSsings 
or as a condiment and you’ll soon 
| find that it is quite as pleasing and 
'perhaps more acceptable to the 
| stomach.

iference between orange, lemon, 
grapefruit and pineapple — each 
yields approximately 200 to 225 
calories per pound.

The natural sugar in pineapple 
is about half cane sugar and half 
invert sugar (fruit sugar, levu- 
lose.) In canning pineapple it -is 
a common practice to fill the can 
with cane sugar syrup instead of 
| the natural juice of the fruit.

FUND LACK CLOSES 


Mayor Appeals to Fulton 
Commission for Cash Un- 
til Council’s Session. 


All relief operations in Fulton 
county had come to a complete 
standstill last night and the relief 
headquarters at 160 Pryor street 
were closed. 


“Until further appropriations 
from the city of Atlanta and Ful- 
ton county, the Fulton welfare de- 
partment has no money, therefore 
we are forced to close relief as of 
Wednesday night, April 14,” read 
a sign tacked on the door last 
night. 

Frank Miller, executive director 
of the welfare department, stated 
that thousands of needy persons 
will begin immediately to suffer 
when their relief is stopped today. 
This action came as Mayor 
Hartsfield issued an urgent re- 
quest to the board of county com- 
missioners to meet today and 4l- 
locate a part of its relief fund to 
the welfare department pending 
the regular session of city coun- 
cil Monday. 

Hartsfield, in a letter to J. A. 
Ragsdale, chairman of the board, 
pointed out that the finance com- 
mittee of council has allocated 
$20,000 monthly for relief and 
that its release awaits action of 
council, The mayor said council 
members object to another special 
session, four having been called 
recently, and therefore he asked 
the county to furnish funds tem- 
porarily to allay suffering among 
the poor. 

Miller said emergency relief had 
been doled out at the rate of $150 
a day for the past several days 
but that all money had been ex- 
pended or committed for debts 
last night. 

“We can not help any person, no 
matter how badly he or she needs 
help, when application is made to- 
day, or until money is given to 
the board by the city and county,” 
he asserted. ; 

Cause of Impasse. 

The refusal of the county to re- 
lease its allocations for relief to 
the welfare board unless the city 
allocates a similar amount was 
blamed for the impasse which 
threatened last night to cased un- 
told suffering to many of the ill 
and shut-in persons on the relief 
rolls, it was said. 

Miller held conferences yester- 
day with Frank H. Neely, chair- 
man of the new five-man welfare 
board, and other members before 
deciding upon the action of abso- 
lutely stopping all relief. 

He explained that the depart- 
ment sent out food and coal com- 
mitments at the first of the month 
and reserved cash to meet these 
debts when they come in. A 
small fund for emergent cases was 
kept but has been completely ex- 
pended, he asserted. | 

The mayor assured Chairman 
Ragsdale that the city will release 
at least a part of its relief alloca- 
tion at the Monday session of 
council. 

Pointing out that the city has 
contributed heavily in the past, as 
much as $40,000 a month, without 
demanding the sum be matched by 
the county, Hartsfield wrote Rags- 
dale that immediate release of 
money is necessary to relieve suf- 
fering. 

County commissioners, who have 
been attending a state convention 
in Augusta, are expected to return 
to Atlanta today and Hartsfield 
urged that the county board take 
action on his request some time 
during the day.

FRANCE CHARGED 
WITH AIDING REDS 


Fascist Writer Asserts Alge- 
rian Troops Were Sent to 
Loyalist Army. 


ROME, April 14.—(#)—Italian 
newspapers followed jibes at Great 
Britain’s navy today with new 
charges that France had dispatch- 
ed Algerian troops to aid the 
Spanish government. 

The Fascist writer Virgimio 
Gayda declared in Il Giornale 
D’Italia that 250 Algerian militia- 
men left Tangier March 7 with 
Spanish passports, landed at Mar- 
seille and went to the Spanish 
government front. 

“Between March 17 and March 
18 there also left for French ports 
and Spain another 1,000 combat- 
ants,” Gayda asserted. 

The semi-official Fascist organ 
Il Regime Fascista, of Cremona, 
which often expresses Il Duce’s 
viewpoint, yesterday attacked 
Great Britain as “competing with 
France and Russia” to supply 
Spanish government forces. 

England, the paper charged, 
“pretended” to resolve maritime 
freedom by refusing to grant pro- 
tection to her merchantmen in 
Spanish waters off the Insurgent- 
blockaded north Spanish coast. 

The article urged Insurgents “to 
have no nervousness, then, in 
launching torpedoes and sinking 
enemy ships.” 

While the newspaper jibed at 
Britain’s navy as one which “can 
no longer defend her ships,” in- 
formed quarters asserted Premier 
Mussolini and Reichsfuehrer Adolf 
Hitler, of Germany, are working 
hand in hand to build an anti- 
Communist wall on their eastern 
fronts in order to give them free- 
dom to face Spani®#i war problems, 

Persistent reports circulated 
that General Herrmann Wilhelm 
Goering, Hitler’s chief aide, would 
visit Rome soon, but officials re- 
fused to discuss the possibility. 

It was made known, however, 
that Germany and Italy planned 
an anti - Communist barrier 
stretching through central Europe 
to Turkey. 

Germany’s part of the campaign 
was to line up Poland against the 
Soviet Republic while Italy, al- 
ready linked with Austria and 
Hungary, hoped for a treaty with 
Rumania. 

Italy has reached understand- 
ings with Yugoslavia and Turkey.

MADRID, April 14.—(UP)— 
Weakened Rebel lines northeast of 
Madrid, stripped of men in a des- 
perate effort to rescue 10,000 
Moors trapped in University City 
west of the capital, tonight literal- 
ly were torn apart by two surprise 
thrusts of General Jose Miaja’s 
Loyalist militia. 

Fresh government troops, with- 
drawn temporarily from the Uni- 
versity City sector, struck with 
devastating effect on the Guadala- 
jara and Guadarrama fronts, driv- 
ing skeleton Rebel forces 10 miles 
up the Aragon highway. 

The unexpected attack in the 
northeast snapped in two more 
places the “ring of steel” General 
Francisco Franco was attempting 
to draw around the Spanish capi- 
tal. Remnants of the once-power- 
ful northeast Insurgent lines pour- 
ed back toward Almadrones and 
Villaneuva De Argecilla. 

Open Way to Base. 

Both are key points, Almadrones 
opening the way to the Rebel base 
at Siguenza and Villaneuva De 
Argecilla leading to Cogolludo. 
They are 70 miles from Madrid. 

Northwest of the capital an- 
other column of government mili- 
tia drove five miles toward Na- 
vas Del Marques in the Sierre De 
Guadarrama mountains. One dis- 
patch said the Loyalists occupied 
the railway station. 

Observers believed Miaja was 
widening the offensive to cover all 
Madrid fronts. 

Rebels Repulsed. 

The 37th and 38th international 
brigades composed of French and 
Polish volunteer shock troops, 
turned back all attempts to relieve 
the besieged Rebels. Miaja took 
personal command in the field. 

Successes were reported by Loy- 
alists on other fronts. On the 
Cordoba front they claimed cap- 
ture of the famous Cayo Del Rey 
castle where 100 civil guards and 
several score Fascists from Jaen 
province have held out since the 
beginning of the war.

THREE IN CABINET 


Nine New England College 
Presidents Protest 
Reform, 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—(P) 
A chorus of appeals from the 


of the President’s court proposal 


dispelled all doubt today that the 
administration would go ahead 
with its court reorganization cam- 
paign despite the supreme court’s 
favorable decisions on the Wag- 
ner act. 

While Secretary Wallace, Attor- 
ney General Cummings and Post- 
master General Farley joined in 
urging the bill, the senate judici- 
ary committee heard a different 
kind of chorus—the voices of nine 
New England college presidents 
raised in protest against the leg- 
islation. 

Filing of the statements by the 
college leaders brought heated de- 
mands for an end to the long 
hearings, but opposition senators 
talked of going on indefinitely. 

Secretary Wallace opened the 
apparently carefully planned se- 
ries of statements from cabinet of- 
ficers with an assertion that from 
the standpoint of farmers the 
Wagner decisions made “enact- 
ment of the President’s plan of 
judiciary reform more imperative 
than ever before.” He-contend- 
ed that with the labor act up- 
held and the AAA invalidated 
farmers were “exposed to severe 
legal inequality.” 

Cummings distributed a state- 
ment asserting that four members 
of the supreme court “still stand 
as a battalion of death against all 
major social legislation, state and 
national.” 

Postmaster General Farley, in a 
broadcast, said the court’s deci- 
sions “accentuated the necessity 
of carrying out ‘the President’s 
court reform program in its en- 
tirety.”

plan of action is presented to them 
and I know that you will all help 
the general federation in solving 
this accfdent problem which is of 
such vital importance today.” 

Dr. Gosnell Speaks. 

In his address on “Education for 
Citizenship,’ Dr. Cullen B. Gos- 
nell, of Emory University, said, 
“Jefferson said the two nails on 
which democracy hangs are local 
self government and _ education. 
The only way to have a success- 
ful democracy is by free discus- 
sion. It is in the countries hav- 
ing a dictatorship that discussion 
is stifled. Probably the Scandina- 
vian countries have the most in- 
telligent democratic governments. 

“The solution of the problem of 
democracies lies in the establish- 
ment of public forums in this field. 
United States Commissioner of 
Education John W. Studebaker is 
a pioneer. In his book on “The 
American Way,” Dr. Studebaker 
outlines the advantages of forums 
as follows: 1. They place at the 
service of the community experts 
who are trained in the art of im- 
partial analysis of complicated 
problems. 2.They continue 
through adult life the habit of 
learning. 3. They stimulate inter- 
est in good books. 4. They create 
trained and scholarly forum lead- 
ers. 5. They develop among adults 
the technique of discussion. 

“We should have 300 forum 
centers in Georgia and the Geor- 
gia Federation of Women's Clubs 
should sponsor them,” said Dr. 
Gosnell in conclusion. He was pre- 
sented by Mrs. E. M. Bailey, of 
Acworth, chairman of American 
citizenship department. 

The report of Mrs. Ralph But- 
ler, of Dallas, first vice president 
of the federation and chairman of 
club extension, reported 20 new 
clubs joined the federation, and 
there are 603 new members on the 
roster. Mrs. C. W. Heery, of At- 
lanta, state treasurer, reported 
$862.62 in cash in the bank. 

Club Page Praised. 


To prove the value of the offi- 
cial club page of the state fed- 
eration, published every Sunday 
in The Constitution and given 37 
years ago by the late Clark How- 
ell for this specific purpose, Mrs. 
W. G. Wingate, of Ellijay, report- 
ed that her daughter, Katherine, 
age 16, and her son, Bill, age 14, 
use the page as a reference. 
Whenever they desire information 
on health, welfare and education- 
al subjects they glean their 
knowledge for their compositions 
from material on the club page.

could be defeated. Four clubs, as 


far as he knew might be severely 


punished. As a matter of fact, it 
could have been made due to the 
perfect fit and the distribution of 
the North-South hands. 

Against the three spade doubl- 
ed contract West opened the dia- 
mind kind, and followed with the 
ace. The third diamond lead of 
the queen was ruffed by South 
with the 10 spot, and the king of 
hearts was immediately laid down. 
When this was followed by a sec- 
ond heart lead toward dummy, 
West did not automatically play a 
low card. Had he done so, there 
would have been a far different re- 
sult. 

West saw immediately that the 
conditions as disclosed by the 
dummy and declarer’s bid were 
ideal for a strip play. It required 
little vision to see that dummy’s 
fourth diamond easily could be 
ruffed away by declarer, and with 
that done and the trumps removed, 
the side suit cards remaining in 
dummy would be only two clubs 
and one low heart. Then, if the 
heart forced West on lead with his 
high queen, obviously he would 
have to lead away. from his club 
ten-ace, and the chance was great 
that South, instead of East, had 
the club king. 

On the second heart lead ‘toward 
dummy therefore West rid him- 
self of that embarrassing heart 
queen. After that, declarer was 
helpless. It did him no good to 
strip the diamonds and take out 
trumps because a third round of 
hearts gave East, instead of West, 
the lead and permitted a club re- 
turn through the vulnerable club 
king. 

West’s unblocking play result- 
ed in the contract being defeated 
one trick. 

TODAY’S QUESTION. 

Question: Both sides were vul- 
nerable when East, the dealer, 
opened with a bid of three spades. 
South, my partner, doubled. West 
passed. I, North, answered with 
six diamonds, feeling that any 
lesser bid on my hand would be 
a decided underbid.

Queen Marie, of Rumania, report- 
ed to have resulted from a rigid 
diet, brings up the question of 
whether or not weight reduction 
can be safely undertaken after the 
age of 50. 

Reducing has no age limit, so 
is isn’t a question of age. The im- 
portant factors are the health of 
the individual and the method by 
which she chooses to reduce. The 
weight of the bones and internal 
organs remains the same at 50 as 
at 30, and any increase in weight 
is made in fatty tissue. 

Weakness from weight reduction 
is proof of one of two things: Too- 
rapid weight loss or a diet defi- 
cient in protein, minerals and vi- 
tamins. A too-rapid weight loss 
indicates a too-drastic calorie cut.

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Improve your health by a scien- 
tific diet. 


On a scientific diet, one can im- 
prove in health while losing to- 
ward normal weight. It is true that 
one may even be better nourished 
on such a diet than when eating 
in excess of calorie requirements. 
Many overweights eat “excessive 
amounts of fat, sugars and starch- 
es, and inadequate amounts of the 
protective foods, and are therefore 
malnourished in spite of over- 
weight. 

Reducing below normal weight 
is an entirely different matter, 
and those who cut their weight 
down to a dangerously low level 
must expect subnormal health.
